Madam  Chairman.  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  first  annual  report  I have  had  the  honour 
to  present  to  you.  I feel  slightly  at  a disadvantage  as  I 
was  with  you  for  only  one  month  of  1968  and  cannot 
therefore  comment  first  hand  on  the  work  done.  How- 
ever, I hope  you  will  find  the  report  to  be  of  interest 


There  is  one  subjeqt,'  I fee^  I must  comment  on  — 
Housing.  There  is  much  substandard  housing  in  the  dis- 
trict and  it  is  clear  to  me  that  something  lias  got  to  be 
dene  about  this  before  very  long.  Whatever  is  done  as 
not  going  to  be  cheap'.  We  shall  .be  faced  with  the  alter- 
native of  improvement  or  demolition  and  rebuilding,  a 
very  difficult  d2cision  indeed.  Improvement,  unless  ade- 
quately carried  out.  will  only  prove  to  be  $hort  sighted 
and  bring  a crop  of  repair  bills  for  many  years  to  come; 
Rebuilding  is  of  course  more  costly  and  produces  higher 
rents  but  is  more  permanent;  In  either  case  if  wa'  are 
to  raise  our  living  standards  we  shall  have  to  pay  for  it. 
Could  we  take  another  look  at  our  priorities  and  decide 
what  is  really  worth  paying  for  in  the  long  run  ? Decent 
kitchens,  hot  water,  inside  bathrooms  and  toilets,  light 
airy  rooms  which  are  free  from  damp  all  help'  in  rearing 
a healthy  family,,  If  they  are  worth  having  they  .are 
worth  paying  for. 


Many  people  now  pay  very  small  rents  for  living 
in  thoroughly  unhygienic  houses  and  some  of  these  people 
are  not  too  anxious  to  move  when  they  learn  of  the  in:-'

crease  in  rent.  These  basic  modern  amenities  for  healthy, 
living  are  bound  to  cost  money  Please  think  again  about 
what  really  matters  to  raising  a happy  health  family^! 

I must  thank  you  all  for  giving  me  such  a friendly 
welcome  and  I thank  the 'officers  and  staff  for  their  kind- 
ness and  co-operation.  I look  forward  to  being  of  service 
to  you  in  the  years  to  come.

Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I ^beg  to  submit  my  Eighth  Annual  Report 
for  your  information  jand  consideration.  There  are  a 
great  many  statistics  of  work  carried  out  during 
the  year.  What  is  not  shown  is  the  amount  of  work  car- 
ried out  on  planning  applications  and  Building  Regular 
tions.  The  bare  number  of  applications  shown  in  the 
report  bears  no  relation  to  the  amount  of  time  spent  on 
this  work  including  development  plans,  Green  Belt  prop- 
osals, Public  Inquiries,  site  inspections  and  interviews  in 
connection  with  the  aforementioned  items.  Two  matters 
occurred  in  1988  which  required  much  work  and  investi- 
gation. Firstly,  a spate  of  planning  applications  to  estab- 
lish maggot  farms  in  the  district.  I am  pleased  to  report 
that,  at  the  'time  of  writing,  the  first  of  these  applications 
has  been  rejected.  Secondly,  a planning  application  was 
made  for  the  establishment  of  a motor  racing  circuit  at 
Steetley  near  the  A.619  road.  After  considering  the  matter 
the  Council  were  enthusiastically  in  favour  and  decided  to 
contest  the  Planning  Authorities’  rejection  of  the  plant 
Evidence  was  given  at  a Public  Inquiry  in  Clowne  in 
August  by  both  Councillors  and  Officials  in  support  of  the 
scheme  and  the  Minister’s  decision  on  the  matter  is  await- 
ed with  interest. 

It  IS  pleasing  after  a number  of  years  to  be  able  to 
report  that  a start  has  been  made  on  rehousing  families 
from  slum  clearance  houses.  Several  families  have  been 
removed  from  the  district’s  black  spot— Barber’s  Row, 
Barlborough— and  a number  of  houses  have  been  dealt 
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with  in  High  Street  and  Mansfield  Road,  Clowneui  It  is 
anticipated  that  slum  clearance  will  accelerate  during 
next  year.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of 
private  houses  under  construction  in  fhe  area  has  shown 
a substantial  increase.  i ! 

I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Cash  tor  her  help  jand) 
advice  during  the  short  time  she  has  been  with  the  Coun-i 
cil.  I would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the 
staff,  including  the  manual  workers,  for  their  work  and 
support  during  the  yeah.

Comments 

The  total  number  of  births  has  risen  this  year  andi 
the  number  of  illegitimate  births  has  dropped  I am  pleased 
to  say.  Although  our  infant  mortality  rate  compares 
favouiably  with  the  national  figure  and  is  much  lowier 
than  last  year„  it  is  worth  pointing  out  that  of  the  fivie 
infants  who  died  (under  one  year)  all  were  under  two 
weeks  of  age  and  three  were  under  48  hours.  This  in-* 
dicates  that  the  cause  of  death  was  associated  with  the 
hazard  of  birth.  In  fact  two  deaths  were  due  to  conA 
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genital  disease,  two  to  prematurity  and  the  fifth  was  ad-t 
cidcntal.  As  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  an  index  of  liv- 
ing conditions  ih  an  area,  I am  glad  to  see;  it  is  lower  than 
the  national  figure  and  that  no  babies  died  from  infection'. 


The  illegitimate  infant  death  rate  is  high  which 
proves  once  more  that  it  is  more  difficult  to'  rear  an 
infant  out  of  wedlock.  There  are  of  course  many  (reas-, 
CDS  for  this  and  many  factors  involved.  Regular  ante- 
natal care  is  of  paramount  importance  to  every  expectant 
mother  whether  she  is  married  or  not  but,  unfortunately, 
I still  s^ee  young  girls  who  have  attempted  to  concal  their 
pregnancy  uniil  their  confinement  is  practically  due.  This 
is  asking  for  trouble.  , 


Every  expectant  mother  should  have  a blood  test 
as  soon  as  practicable  when  she  knows  she  is  pregnant.! 
Routine  blood  pressure  and  urine  tests  throughout  preg- 
nancy are  also  necessary.  I do  beg  every  expectant 
mother  to  consult  her  doctor  as  early  as  possible,  prefer-* 
ably  before  she  is  four  months.  If  it  is  a first  pregnancy 
or  if  she  is  older  than  usual  or  has  already  had  four  or 
more  children,  it  is  advisable  for  her  to  be  confined  in, 
hospital. 


One  more  point  — it  would  be  nice  to  see  mothers 
willing  to  breast  feed  their  babies'.  They  would  find  the 
babies  far  more  contented  and  less  liable  to  infection'.

Comment® 

The  total  number  of  deaths  is  a little  up  on  last' 
year  but  of  the  total  of  234,  177  were  over  the  age  Oif 
65.  Deaths  from  coronary  disease  are  approximately  the 
same  as  last  year  but  deaths  from  cancer  show  a sharp 
increase  from  29  to  47.  Deaths  from  lung  cancer  fell 
from  10  to  6.  Deaths  from  accidents  show  a rise  from  9 
to  13  but  only  two  of  these  were  car  accidents;  both, 
young  people'. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  11.8  which  is  al- 
most the  same  as  the  national  figure.

Water* 


The  water  supply  to  the  Clowne  Rural  District 
is  provided  by  the  North  Derbyshire  Water  Board.  This 
supply  has  been  sufficient  in  quality  and  quantity  through- 
out the  year.  The  Engineer  and  Manager  to  the  Board 
has  v^iy  kindly  sent  me  the  following  report.  I would 
like  to  thank  him  for  this  and  also  for  his  co-operation 
throughout  the  year. 

a.  (1)  The  area  is  supplied  primarily  from  the  Board’s 
Manton  Works  augmented  with(  a supply  from  the 
Bolsover  Moor  Works. 

The  first  stage  of  the  Board’s  development  at  Man- 
' ton  became  operative  in  1967  and  work  has  con- 
tinued towards  the  erection  of  the  softening  works 
at  Lowtown.  ' 

Currently  water  is  derived  from  two  sources  at  the 
Manton  Works  and  after  controlled  mixing  and 
chlorination  is  supplied  via  covered  services  reser- 
voirs. 

The  resultant  bacteriological  quality  of  supplied 
water  has  been  satisfactory.

B Before  being  brought  into  service  all  new  mains 
were  washed  out  and  disinfected  and  samples  taken 
to  confirm  the  efficiency  of  the  operation.  No  other 
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action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  post  treatment 
contamination. 

C.  Chemical  results  vary  with  location  due  to  the  fact 
that  two  supply  systems  are  involved  and  approxi- 
mate ranges  of  characteristics  are  as  follows  : —

Comments  on  Infectious  Diseases 

There  was  no  case  of  diphtheria  during  the  year' 
and  mothers  continued  to  attend  the  welfare  clinics  to 
have  their  babies  immunised  against  this  and  other  ill- 
nesses. 221  babies  received  primary  immunisations  and 
396  children  received  booster  injections. 

1968  was  a bad  year  for  measles,  there  were  383 
cases,  the  majority  of  these  in  school  children.  During 
the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  released  measles  vaccine 
which  is  now  available  at  the  County  Clinics.  I hope 
this  will  do  away  with  epidemics  in  the  future.  Measles 
is  an  unpleasant  illness  often  with  many  complications.. 

During  the  year  infective  jaundice  became  notifiable 
for  the  first  time  and  we  had  two  cases.  This  is  an  unH 
pleasant  virus  form  of  jaundice  which  is  becoming  in-i 
creasingly  common. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from* 
infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

Diseases  for  which  immunisation  is  obtainable  ..at  the 
County  Clinics  are  as  follows  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Tetanus,  Measles  and  Poliomyelitis'. 

Immunisation  against  Tuberculosis  is  obtainable  in 
secondary  schools. 

No  immunisation  is  compulsory  but  all  mothers 
are  strongly  advised  to  take  advantage  of  the  serviqe(.i 

Tuberculosis 

I am  very  glad  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases 
of  tuberculosis  during  1968.  It  seems  we  have  mainly 
got  t he  measure  of  this  dreadful  disease'.' 

Scabies 

There  were  14  cases  of  scabies  treated  at  Poolsbrook 
Cleansing  Station  during  1968. 


I am  glad  to  say  there  was  no  case  of  food  poison^ 
ing  during  the  year.

Six  conversions  were  completed  during  1968  and 
of  these  four  were  carried  out  under  the  Standard  Grant 
system  and  t wo  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936, 


HOUSING 

51  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year.  Re- 
letting of  houses  was  made  mainly  from  the  existing  hous- 
ing lis^s  but  the  tragedy  of  people  living  in  houses  of 
extremely  low  standard  continues,  particularly  in  the  par- 
ishes of  Barlborough  and  Clowne.  Five  families  from 
High  Street,  Clowne,  thirteen  families  from  Barbers  Row, 
Renishaw,  three  families  from  Sunnyside,  Whitwell  and 
two  families  from  Mansfield  Road,  Clowne,  were  re^ 
housed.  The  remaining  tenants  in  these  properties,  sched- 
uled for  demolition,  will  be  rehoused  in  the  very  near 
future. 

There  were  815  applications  for  housing  accommo- 
dation on  the  register  in  December,  1968. 

The  total  number  of  houses  under  control  of  Ithe 
Council  on  the  31st  December,  1938,  was  2,124. 

Maintenance 

During  the  year  4,915  complaints  were  received  and 
a total  of  5,395  defects  were  remedied  by  the*  Council/ 
Workmen.  A number  of  houses  in  the  district  were  re- 
pointed dui’ing  the  year. 

It  ic  the  aim  of  the  Council  to  paint  every  dwelling 
once  in  5 years  and  to  do  basic  repairs  in  advancte'.t  In 
this  way  every  house  will  be  renovated  as  necessarjy^ 
every  5 years'.  Although  the  initial  cost  is  proving  to  be 
high  it  is  hoped  that  this  cost  will  steadily  decrease  over 
the  years.  ,

Mining  Subsidence 

During  the  year  12  Council  properties  were  sur- 
veyed and  the  appropriate  action  taken,  and  claims  regis- 
tered with  the  National  Coal  Board.  To  deal  with  thesol 
claims  and  others  previously  registered,  37  inspections 
were  made  by  the  Department. 


Alterations  in  Council  Houses 

142  applications  were  made  by  tenants  of  Council 
accommodation  for  alterations  to  be  carried  out;  each  ap- 
plication involved  at  least  four  visits.  This  section  of  the 
Department  has  increased  considerably  during  the  past 
few  years.  . 


Housing  General 

152  visits  were  made  to  Council  properties  in  con- 
nection with  terminations  and  exchanges  of  tenancies. 
Many  other  visits  were  made  in  investigation  of  appli^ 
cants  and  also  in  investigation  of  complaints  by  Council 
house  tenants.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Parish  of  Barlborough 
Slayley  Lane  Works 

I'hese  works  are  attractively  laid  out  and  are  very 
well  maintained.  The  effluent  reports  are  particularly 
good  and  sludge  disposal  is  at  present  carried  out  by  the 
monorail  system.  The  effluent  drains  into  the  river  Ouse. 

Low  Common 

This  small  plant  of  recent  design  has  functioned  sat- 
isfactorily during  the  year  with  a minimum  of  super- 
vision. 


Parish  of  Crcswell 
Creswell  Craggs  Works 

These  works  are  still  suffering  from  the  effects  (Of 
mining  subsidence  and  the  effluents  were  unsatisfactory. 
Further  investigation  into  the  performance  of  this  plant  is 
being  made.  The  effluent  from  these  Works  drains  into 
the  River  Trent. 
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Elmton  Works 

With  the  mstallaticn  of  the  sewage  works  at  Elmton", 
work  has  proceeded  in  converting  pail  closets,  earth  clos- 
ets, cesspools  and  septic  tanks  on  to  the  main  sewer.  This 
rise  in  the  standard  of  living  is  incalculable  to  the  people 
concerned. 

The  sewage  plant  which  is  an  extended  aeration 
plant  quickly  settled  down  and  has  ever  since  producedi 
effluents  of  very  satisfactory  quality  consistently  show'- 
ing  reduction  rates  of  over  90o/o  and  one  analysis  93.7o/o. 
All  the  analyses  were  well  below  the  standard  set  by  the 
River  Board.  The  effluent  from  these  works  drains  into 
the  River  Trent. 

Great  interest  has  been  shown  in  this  plant  and  sev- 
eral delegations  have  travelled  many  miles  to  view  it  in 
operation,  both  from  other  local  authorities  and  'private 
firms.  The  plant  required  very  little  maintenance  and  is 
frequently  left  for  days  without  a visit:  , 


Parish  of  Whitwell  ' ' 

Whitwell  Works 

A report  Was  received  from  the  Trent  River  Board 
that  these  works  were  insufficiently  provided  with  humus 
tanks  and  sludge  bed  capacity.  As  several  other  aspects 
of  the  jjiiant  need  renovation  and  improvement,  it  was 
agreed  to  submit  a scheme  for  the  overhaul  of  the  works. 
After  the  research  and  installation  of  the  Elmton  plant  it 
was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  installation  of  a contact 
stabilisation  plant  to  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate 
authorities. 

This  scheme  was  submitted  during  the  year  after  a 
great  deal  of  research.  An  inquiry  was  held  during  the 
summer  by  an  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  into  the  contact  stabilisation  pro- 
posal and,  in  his  findings,  the  Minister  accepted  a conven,- 
tional  scheme  to  renovate  the  works  at  a reduced  cost. 
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At  the  inquiry,  the  Trent  River  Authority  indicated 
that  they  were  prepared  to  accept  the  contact  stabilisaH 
tion  scheme.  Evidence  was  submitted  regarding  the  better 
working  ccndiuions  for  workmen  under  the  new  scheme 
and  increased  ease  of  operation.  It  appears  a regrettable 
state  of  affairs  whereby  a nuisance-free  system  of  sewage 
disposal,  easy  and  pleasant  to  operate,  is  passed  over  for 
the  next  thirty  years  in  favour  of  an  antiquated  system 
whose  only  recommendation  is  that  it  is  cheaper  at  tho 
moment.  The  effluent  from  these  works  drains  into  the 
River  Trent. 


Hodthcrpe  Works 

The  plans  to  renovate  these  works  were  accepted 
by  the  authority  concerned.  Work  on  the  sewage  works 
and  the  sewer  extensions  to  the  village  of  Hodthorpe; 
were  completed  last  year.  The  performance  of  these  works 
since  completion  has  been  satisfactory.  The  effluent  from 
these  works  drains  into  the  River  Trent. 

Southgate  Bungalows 

The  pumping  station  and  sewage  scheme  from 
Southgate  Bungalows  has  functioned  satisfactorily  during 
the  year  and  required  a minimum  of  maintenanqe. 

Parish  of  Clowne 
Low  Read  Works 

These  works  function  satisfactorily  with  a minimum 
of  supervision.  They  are  attractively  laid  ,out  and  well 
maintained.  The  effluent  from  these  works  drains  into 
the  River  Ouse. 

Hollin  Hill  Works 

The  antiquated  screening  chamber  at  these  works 
has  been  replaced  by  a communitor.  An  immediate  im^- 
provement  was  noticed  following  the  installation  in  the 
suspended  solids  of  the  effluent.  A further  gradual  im*- 
provement  of  the  quality  of  the  biological  oxygen  and  the 
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proposal  to  build  500  houses  to  rehouse  redundant  miners 
from  other  areas  for  work  in  local  collieries  necessitated 
the  preparation  of  a sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme 
for  Ciowne.  The  effluent  from  these  works  drains  into 
the  River  Trant. 

The  decision  on  the  off-site  sewer  for  the  area  pro- 
posed for  development  was  quickly  agreed,  and  the  op- 
portunity was  taken  to  enlarge  and  improve  a part  of 
Ciowne;  off  Rectory  Road,,  frequently  troubled  ’by  flood- 
ing during  wet  weather.  The  new  sewerage  system  was 
also  designed  to  drain  the  Council’s  proposed  estate  fop 
88  houses  and  bungalows,  off  Mansfield  Road,  Ciowne. 

With  this  rapid  extension  of  Ciowne  Southern  Area 
in  mind  it  became  necessary  at  the  same  time  to  enlarge 
or  supplement  the  existing  sewerage  work  at  Hollin  Hill, 
Ciowne  The  Council,  both  elected  members  and  officers, 
went  to  some  trouble  to  try  and  decide  the  best  method 
to  accomplish  this  task.  They  visited  works  and  heard 
opinions  from  officials  from  other  local  authorities.  Fin- 
ally, a decision  was  made  to  apply  for  an  aeration  system 
based  on  a high  intensity  cone. 

At  a subsequent  inquiry,  conducted  by  an  Inspector 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 
this  scheme  was  rejected  in  favour  of  an  expansion  of  the 
works  on  a conventional  basis. 


New  Buildings  Inspection 

A total  of  344  applications  for  erection  or  alteration 
of  buildings  was  received,  344  new  buildings  were  com- 
pleted involving  a total  of  1,901  visits. 

79  private  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year.
